SHOOTING OF ATHLONE GIRL. 


At Athlone District Court yesterday, Mr. 
T. A. Finlay, District Justice, returned for 
trial John Connor, Athlone, charged with the 
manslaughter of Catherine Devaney, 16, 
Athlone. 

The evidence for the prosecution was to the 
effect that the deceased girl and two girl 
companions were up in branches of a tree by 
the roadside near Bower Convent, Athlone, 
on Friday evening last. About 9 o'clock the 
accused came along with a double-barrelled 
gun. He shouted to them to get down, say- 
ing that if they did not do so he would fire 
on them. He then pointed the gun at them 
and fired. 

The girl Devaney was struck in the face 
and immediately fell from the tree to the 
ground. She died instantly. The accused 
told her companions that he did not know 
the gun was loaded. 

One of the irls who witnessed the 
occurrence said that when Connor pointed the 
gun he was laughing. 

The accused, in a 
Superintendent Molloy, admitted having fired 
the shot, but dec lared that he had no inten- 
tion of harming the girl. 

The accused was admitted to bail, himself 
in £200, with two sureties of £100 each.

A POINT FOR STOCK 
FEEDERS. 


The complex nature of the problems which 
modern farmer is obliged to consider is 
well gp ners , by a a gh GiireCog of the 
present ition of im | offals. As is 
pointed Land in the Linlithgow Report deali 
with cereals and flour, the proportion of 
offals to flour in wheat lies somewhere be- 
tween (about) one to three and one to four— 
rather less than the former and rather more 
than the latter—in accordance with the kind 
of wheat under examination. We may take 
it that, normally, about thirty per cent. of 
offals to seventy per cent. of flour make up the 
results of the milling process on average wheat. 
Now, it is generally held that in our imports 
from Great Britain, we do not receive offals 
up to that prope. We give, with re- 
serve, a figure which, though not official, has 
been carefully worked out—22} per cent. If 
that figure is near the mark, it wouid appear 
that we are only importing three-fourths of 
the proportion of offals which should normally 
accompany each bag of imported flour. It ‘is 
a very nice question whether steps ought not 
to be taken to equalise our imports of each 
of these “ feeding stuffs,’’ so to afford—in the 
language of a simpler age—due “‘ entertain- 
ment for man and beast.”’ : 
It is not at all a simple question. 
sight it might seem (if it be true, as is sup- 
posed, that we are ting less than our 
proper quota of offals), that we are, if not 
actually wronged thereby, at least labouring 
under an apparent grievance. It is not im- 
possible, indeed, that a full investigation of 
this many-sided subject may bring public 
opinion, and the opinions of farmers in parti- 
cular, back to that contention. But it is not 
so certain as it seems There are at least 
preliminary difficulties to consider before the 
view that the State should move in the matter 
would be universally accepted, 


Price of Offais. 


There is first of all the question of price. 
Millers are agreed that if the profits for which 
they will be content to work are to be pro- 
cured, there must be a balancing of relations 
between. the price of flour and the price of 
offals. If. offals fall appreciably, as it is 
arguable, and, indeed, generally believed they 
must fall with an incr supply, the cost 
of flour, it is contended, must rise correspond- 
ingly. Flour may bear an extra shilling or 
two per bae without any increase in the price 
of the loaf. Whether, in fact,, this would 
happen may be arguable, but it is theoretically 
true. The price of flour itself is, however, 
an important item in the economy of the 
farmer's family, where the bread, or most of 
it, is baked at home. Will the addition of 
one, or even two, shillings to the cost of the 
bag of flour balance the reduction in the cost 
of an item upon which most farmers da 
good deal for feeding to live stock and 
poultry? 

That question will be differently answered 
by different types of farmer. It may not 
be given the same answer in the East of Ire- 
land as in the West, or by the farmer who, 
for instance, raises pigs on a large scale and 
the small farmer who has only a few pigs to 
fatten. Moreover, there is another question, 
by no means easy to answer, which requires 
consideration before the previous question 
can be fully and finally disposed of : How will 
alternative “feeds ” affect the price of the 
offals, which, certainly in theory, and perhaps 
in fact, should fall when the importation is 
increased.

If 
offals advance in price beyond their value 
to the farmer as cattle foods, will not the far- 
mer turn to maize or other substitutes, and 
so bring the prices for offals automatically 
down again? . There are two ways of em- 
hasising questions such as these; they may 
be regarded as unanswerable posers, or they 
may be put simply as inquiries to elicit in- 
formation, 


To Prevent Profiteering. 


There is another aspect of the matter on 
which farmers may not be unanimous, though 
we can safely conjecture the general trend of 
their opinions. It is not to be anticipated 
that an increase in the price of flour, even 
if very slight, very carefully adjusted and 
very obviously safeguarded against a pro- 
fiteering element, would be po ular in the 
towns, and especially amongst urban workers. 
What re-action will this have on the farming 
industry? Perhaps this is incalculable and 
that it would be more pertinent to ask how 
the farming mind will re-act to it? There can, 
we think, be no reasonable doubt that farmers 
do not wish to be identified with any in- 
crease in the cost of living. They honestly 
resent the imputation, seldom indeed put for- 
ward in this country, where the facts belie 
it, of profiteering. They desire to avoid the 
appearance of evil. They realise, too, that 
though the interests of urban and rural 
labour are not necessarily identical at all 
points, there are similar impulses guiding 
both wings, and they desire to be in sympa- 
thetic relation at least with the rural workers 
whose interests are, at many points, nate 
to their own. Above all, the agricultural 
mind is averse from the disruption 
of strikes, and even the . dislocations 
bred of discontent. Urban industries do not 
suffer as seriously as rural from these 
disturbances. The gas mains will wait for 
days, or even weeks, for their supplies, but 
cows cannot wait for davs in their byres to 
be fed or milked, and whilst the farmer is 
not afraid himself to tackle the work for 
which he is wont to use hired labour, there 
are limits beyond which this is impossible, 
and these he desires to avoid. 


Cheapening Farm Costs, 


For all these reasons, we think farmers will 
not too hastily decide off-hand that some 
means must be applied to increase the supplies 
in Ireland of offals from overseas.We must 
not be taken, however, as implying an adverse 
view of some such action. As it seems to us, 
the subject must be regarded as one 
eminently open to enquiry, suggestion, dis- 
cussion. A cheapening of the costs of farm 
production is scarcely, if at all, less desir- 
able in the interests of the Free State than 
a general reduction in the costs of living. 
The first of these desiderata might very well 
lead to, and, indeed, even bring about the 
second. If it could be shown that an in- 
creased supply of offals did not, with equal 
step, move towards an increased cost of liv- 
ing, we believe public opinion, and more 
particularly farming opinion, would hasten to 
demand it. We are convinced, however, that 
many of those—we speak now of farmers— 
who believe that Irish agriculture stands to 
gain by a policy of free imports would look 
with suspicion upon any policy which sug- 
gésted a trammelling of the importer; whilst 
those who favour protection would regard 
any step short of definite import duties as 
futile. It remains, however, to consider 
whether, and if so, how, these two vitally 
opposed policies can be led to compose their 
quarrel, and an administrative compromise 
be arrived at which may demonstrate, with- 
óut too much cost to the nation, the merits 
or demerits of State intervention in agricul- 
tural economics.

SEEDS, FERTILISERS, 
AND FOODSTUFFS. 


THE TREND OF PRICES. 


According to the .“ Agricultural Mar- 
ket Report,’ few changes of importance 
were recorded in prices of _ seeds 
durin April. Red clover, timothy, 
vaatealnes and lucerne were a_ shade 
dearer, while rye grass and dogstail were 
cheaper than in March, Mangold seed sold 
at appreciably below pre-war prices. On the 
whole the agricultural moti which were 
being traded in during April were about 30 
per cent. dearer than in pre-war years. 

Fertiliser prices have shown little altera- 
tion in recent months, and the general level 
is unchanged at 21 per cent. above pre-war. 
Nitrate of soda continued its slow advance, 
but the rise is no greater than in the basic 
years, and in spite of an increase of 6s. 6d. 
I ton since January, the imdex number 

as declined 2 points. Otherwise, monthly 
quotations show practically no change be- 
tween March and April, although altera- 
tions in prices in the corresponding months 
of 1911-1913 have had the effect of making 
wang small changes to individual index num- 

ers. 

Nearly all kinds of feeding stuffs were dis- 
tinctly cheaper in April than in March, the 
general level of prices being 46 per cent. 
above that of the corresponding month in 
1911-1915, as compared with 54 per cent, in 
February and March, and 47 per cent in 
January. Prices remain, however, somewhat 
higher than at this time last year, when they 
were on the average 39 per cent. above pre- 
war. 


IMPROVED OUTLOOK. 


FARMERS’ PROSPECTS IN THE 
MIDLANDS. 


Farmers’ prospects are improving somewhat, 
a leading farmer in the Midlands told an Jrtsh 
T'imes Correspondent. The prices and the de- 
mand for all classes of agricultural produce, 
he said, are better distinctly than they have 
been for some time, and the general outlook is 
encouraging. 

The farmer has learned a great deal during 
the long period of depression through which 
he has passed. He has learned the benefit of 
economy and thrift. The result of the general 
improvement in market conditions is that he 
is again making a little money, and he is care- 
ful not to squander it. At markets in the Mid- 
lands now, from 1s. 6d. and 1s. 8d. a stone 1s 
paid for potatoes, and this is a very satisfac- 
tory price for farmers who have large stocks 
to dispose of. 

Labour is still the one serious problem 
troubling the farmer. The weekly wage 
ranges from 25s, to 27s., and in some cases 
reaches 30s. But it is not the amount of the 
wage so much. as the system which the 
workers have established that is proving a 
hindrance to agriculture. Our Correspondent’s 
informant said that farm workers now do as 
little as they can, and what they do is done 
as slowly as possible, They cannot be re-

A PRACTICAL MOVE. 


The directors of the Wexford Farmers’ 
Bacon Factory are making an interesting ex- 
periment towards standardisation of their 
bacon, which has as its ultimate object the 
idéa of enabling Irish bacon to compete on a 
more level basis with that coming from Den- 
mark. If this result can be achieved, better 
prices may be obtainable by farmers for their 


igs, 
r The present position is that under 40 p.c. 
of the pigs coming into the factory are in- 
capable of being converted into bacon of that 
type which will fetch top price on the Eng- 
lish market. However perfect may be the 
methods adopted in the factory, standardisa- 
tion of quality is impossible until the raw 
material, the pig, is standardised by the 
farmer. The directors hold, however, that 
‘not least of the functions of co-operation is 
that of suggesting to the producer the types 
of goods to produce, and advising him how 
they may be prepared for market.” A first 
step in such education of members was taken 
at. the Wexford Agricultural Show of last 
year, when the factory exhibited sides of the 
right and wrong types of bacon. 

A more ambitious scheme ig planned 
for Wexford Fair Day, Tuesday, 3rd June. 
The directors then hope to have several pens 
of suitable and unsuitable types of pigs ex- 
hibited at the factory.. Finished sides of 
bacon of corresponding types will also be 
shown, with current prices attached. After 
inspection alive, the pigs from the pens will 
be slaughtered and dressed, and the carcases 
inspected. Whilst this is being done lectures 
will be given on the requirements of the 
bacon trade, on breeding pigs, on feeding 
pigs, and an attempt will be made to show 
that it will pay the farmer best to produce 
the ideal bacon pig. The demonstration will 
be open free to all farmers and to all whose 
business is connected with pigs or bacon, 
whether they are members of the factory or 
not. 


WYANDOTTES AS LAYERS. 


For the seventh month of the Northern Ire- 
land egg-laying competition, there is little 
change in the position of the pens, the two 
pens of White Wyandottes, owned by egg 
station holders, maintaining their lead over all 
breeds. 

From 16th October to 28th April last, Pen 
14, from Miss McCormick, Stewartstown, laid 
882 eggs, valued at £9 13s. 6d.. This is better 
than the winning pen on the corresponding 
date in 1923. The highest scores during the 
month was made by the pen of White Leg- 
horns belonging to Mrs. Workman, Donagha- 
dee, and the best Wyandotte score by Pen 
70, owned by Mr. James Heron, Killyleagh.

RECEPTION OF BROADCASTING.

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FIVE ARMED RAIDERS GIVEN 
HARD LABOUR. 


At Athlone District Court yesterday, Mr. 
T. A. Finlay, District Justice, sentenced 
Michael Dooner, William Fox, Thomas 
Bertles, James Fox and Patrick Read, all of 
Tubberclare, Co. Westmeath, to three months’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour, for attempted 
armed robbery and for the illegal possession 
of ‘firearms. Each was also fined £10, in de- 
fault of payment of which a further period 
of two months’ imprisonment would have to 
be served. 
‘The principal witness for the prosecution 
was William Morphy, Mackenagh, Co. West- 
meath, who said that on the 4th April last, 
while he was in a cówshed attending a sick 
cow, the accused, all “slightly masked,’ 
wearing trench coats, and carrying revolvers, 
entered and ordered him to go out with them. 
He went out with them, and they then told 
him that he would have to hand over £20 at 
once, to be given to the daughter of a former 
caretaker on his farm. 

Proceeding, the witness said that he told the 
men he could not give them the money until 
after Ballymahon fair. He was then brought 
into his own house “to take a pledge’ to 
pay the money. His sister was in the House 
when they entered. By candle-light he was 
able to identify the five men. Alter signing 
an undertaking to pay the money he was 
taken out te the yard, where Bartles fired a 
shot past his ear, remarking ‘Remember, 
these are not blank ones.” 

Corroborative evidence as to what trans- 
pired in the house was given by the witness a 
sister. ay

Bertles swore that he was visiting an aunt 
who wag ill on the night in question, and did 
not return home until 4 a.m. next day.

QUEEN’S JUBILEE FUND. 


oe Seen 
TRUSTEES’ APPLICATION, 


Before Mr. Justice Pim, in the. Chancery 
Division, in the matter of the Queen’s Jubilee 
Fund and Charities Procedure Act, 3 

Mr. S&S. L. Brown, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Gerald -Byrne and Co.), applied on 
behalf of the trustees for an order Sisoatinns 
the Accountant-General to allocate the funds 
in Court. The Fund, he explained, was 
established for the widows and orphans and 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary. 
After the breaking up of the force it became 
impossible to carry out the then existing 
scheme for the administration of the charity, 
and an amended scheme was approved of by 
the Court for the administration of what was 
jeft of the Fund. 

At that time (July, 1923) the property of 
the Fund consisted of moneys on deposit 
receipt and on current account. The property 
was ultimately realised, and amounted to 
£15,072 Os. 10d. That sum became divisible 
between the beneficiaries residing in Northern 
Ireland and those residing in the Free State in 
proportion to the capitalised value of the 
grants that were made at the time to the 
objects of the charity in the two countries. 
By the same order £1,000 was directed to be 
fed to the Ministry of Finance for Northern 

reland, as portion of their share of the 
fund, which was not. then ascertained ; and 
the costs of all parties were directed to be 
paid. There was now £13,072 Os. 10d. cash 
in the hands of the trustees. Out of that a 
sum of £1,000 had been paid to Northern 
| Ireland on account, and a sum of £5,271 had 
beén. paid on account to Southern Ireland 
béneficiaries, Deducting those two sums, 
there still remained £7,801. Out of that the 
trustees asked for payment out of £504, re- 
presenting the costs of all parties. The total 
amount to which Northern Ireland benefi- 
claries were entitled was £1,598, and the Free 
State beneficiaries were entitled to the |sum 
of £11,045, Northern Ireland having been 
already paid £1,000, thére was a balance due 
to it of £588, plus the half-year's dividend 
to date, which would bring its share up to 
£603 3s, 3d. 

The trustees asked the Court to sell 
sufficient of the War Stock as would enable 
them to pay off the balance due to Northern 
Ireland, and to retain the balance of cash 
and Stock in Court for the benefit of the 
beneficiaries in Southern Ireland, | 

The scheme had been so framed that it 
would practically wear itself out in the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest, and it 
would just about pay out the grants to the 
present beneficiaries.

Dublin Corporation. 


Yesterday, by virtue of his powers under 
the Local Government (Temporary Pro- 
visions) Act, 1923, the Free State Minister 
for Loca] Government issued a special 
order dissolving the Dublin Corporation. 
The order states that, as a result of the 
recent inquiry into the administration of 
the city’s affairs, the Minister is satisfied 
that “the duties of the Council of the 
County Borough of Dublin are nwt being 
duly and effectually discharged.’’ Ho has 
decided, therefore, that all the property 
and the powers of the Corporation shall be 
transferred to three Commissioners—Mr. 
Seumas O’Murchadha, Dr. W. Dwyer and 
Mr. P. J. Hernon—who will hold office 
at the Minister’s pleasure and transact all 
the business which normally would fall to 
the lot of the City Council. The order 
took effect at six o’clock last evening. In 
a covering letter to the Town Clerk of 
Dublin, the Secretary to the Ministry 
declares that Mr. Burke has been im- 
pressed by “the sense of duty and civic 
spirit ’’ of individual members of the Cor- 
poration, but adds that their efforts to 
secure efficient and economica] adminis- 
tration of the city’s affairs were of no 
avail, as they lacked the support of a 
majority of the Council’s members. The 
work of the Dublin Corporation, he con- 
‘cludes, has grown in importance during 
recent years, and, in view of the fact that 
Dublin is now the capital of the Free

The people of the city 
counted for nothing; the ratepayers 
merely existed for the purpose of footing 
the annual bill, and criticism of any kind 
was resented bitterly. The rake’s progress 
of the Dublin Corporation could not be 
allowed to continue. No Government 
worthy of the name could have ignored 
the flagrant flaunting of public opinion in 
which members of the City Council. in- 
dulged, and it was the obvious duty of the 
Ministry for Local Government to insist 
upon the proper administration of the 
ratepayers’ money. The rates of Dublin 
are preposterously high. For years the 
ratepayers have been groaning under a. 
burden which was almost beyond their 
capacity to bear, and they have been 
getting virtually no return for their 
outlay. The streets of the city are in a 
condition of chronic filth. In this respect’ 
Dublin probably is in a worse plight than 
any other capital city in. Europe, and 
some of its thoroughfares would be a dis- 
grace to a Lancashire mining village. 
While we agree heartily with the 
ment, we are strongly of the opinion 
that the work of the new Commissioners

Unemployment. 


A vote of £219,090 was passed yesterday 
in the Northern House of Commons to 
complete the State contribution to the 
unemployment fund. The Minister of 
Labour, the Pight Honourable J. M. 
Andrews, said that the menace of unem- 
ployment could only be removed by a 
return to normal trade conditions. In 
every civilised country the long agony 
through which the world has passed has 
left its mark, and, as Mr. Andrews pointed 
out, the present industrial depression has 
arisen, not through local, but through 
international, causes. The machinery of 
modern industry has been shaken, and 
civilisation is learning now to what extent 
the nations are dependent on one another 
for their prosperity. Several links in the 
chai: have been shattered and all have 
been weakened, and the path along which 
the nations of Europe must travel to that 
normal state) which now appears almost 
Utopian, is rough and difficult. Mr. 
Keynes s view, that a restoration of the 
industry of the nations that suffered defeat 
in the war is inevitable to a trade revival 
in Europe, now has been acknowledged 
generally, and endeavours are being made 
to achieve this object. International loans 
to Austria and Hungary and the recogni- 
tion of the Soviet by the British Govern- 
ment are evidence of the sincerity of the 
effort, and the Dawes Report marks an 
important stage in the attempt to replace 
Germany in her position of. usefulness to 
the trade of the world. Even with the best 
endeavours progress must be slow, and 
great patience is necessary. The money 
that flowed so freely during the years of 
conflict represented the life blood drained 
from the modern system of international 
credit and reciprocal trade. While a 
general recovery is being effected by slow 
and painful stages, Governments are faced 
with the problem of relieving the hard- 
ships of unemployment by every means at 
their command. Mr. Andrews stressed the 
importance of restoring and maintaining 
law and order and striving to preserve 
industrial peace within the borders of the 
State, by which means alone confidence 
can be re-established and the way cleared 
fo: a solution of the whole vast problem 
of depressed trade and absence of em- 
ployment. The Government of Northern 
Treland has done well. The Minister of 
Labour was able to announce yesterday 
that hp felt justified in estimating on a 
basis of 13 per cent. unemployment this 
year, instead of 16 per cent., as was the 
case last year. He told the House that a 
d‘stinct improvement had taken place in 
the f--ming industry and that the badly- 
hit ship-building trade also had passed 
its low water mark, In the Free State 
the number of unemployed has reached a 
figure that probably is as high relatively 
as in any other country at the present 
time. As in the case of Northern Ireland, 
the Government has achieved much, and, 
above all, law and order have been re- 
stored. That, however, is in itself only a 
preliminary step, and a great deal remains 
to be done. Yesterday in the Dail the 
debate on the subject of the grievances of 
demobilised soldiers revealed the terrible 
hardship that still is being endured in 
the country owing to the lack of work. 
As one of the speakers pointed out, what 
the men want is work, with a reasonable 
scale of remuneration. Doles and pensions 
give but temporary relief, and fail to strike 
at the root of the trouble. Before any 
great results can be attained we stand in 
need of industrial peace, i 


The Song of Hiawatha. 


Musical folk must, wish to be in London 
this week ; for an exceedingly interesting 
entertainment is being given at the Albert 
Hall in aid of the National Institute for 
the Blind—an operatic or spectacular 
rendering of Coleridge-Taylor’s cantatas 
on Longfellow’s “Hiawatha.” The frst 
performance—which was attended by the 
Duke and Duchess of York—appears to 
have been most. favourably received and is 
praised by “he critics: We have all heard 
these cantatas sung by musical societies, 
and admired the composer’s wedding of 
strange, half-primitive melody to the poet's 
often lovely verse. The song, ‘‘ Onaway, 
awake, beloved,” which lifts the oft- 
parodied metre into dignity, and the wild 
lament of stricken Hiawatha, are lasting 
favourites in our memory. In the Albert 
Hall performance this pleasant music is 
se; to a pageant, with prairie scenery, 
wigwams and the picturesque Indian 
attire. Most of us read “ Hiawatha”’ first 
in our school days, and there were some 
among us surprised to find that one of 
these poets had for o1ce treated a subject 
of real interest, like Fenimore Cooper ard 
Mayne Reid. The young <olk of to-day, 
inured by the Américan films to what was 
our romance, may be less excited than we 
would have been by a dramatic presenta- 
tion of the Indian poem. Longfellow’s 
Hiawatha bore no likeness to the living 

man. His “Land of the Ojibways” 
was a dreamland; his pleasant villages 
set at the forest’s edge, where the maize 
fields gleamed,. were homes of an unreal 
folk; his Minnehaha was a gentle. creation.

THE CASE OF CHILDREN. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Mr. Walsh announced that the Government 
had decided to accept, in their entirety, the 
findings of the report of the Committee on 
Ranker Officers’ Pensions. 

Sir Thomas Inskip called attention to the 
fact that there was a motion standing on the 
Order Paper, reflecting upon the conduct of 
the Chairman of Standing: Committee A; 
which had been dealing with the Rents Bill. 
He understood that the motion was now ‘to 
be withdrawn, and he asked whether the with- 
drawal would be accompanied by an expres- 
sion of regret that a charge had been made 
reflecting upon the impartiality of the Chair- 
man. Mr. Clynes did not agree with him, 
and said that if the member who put the 
motion on the paper had a right to put it 
down, he had a right to withdraw it. 

The Speaker supported this view, after a 
rather acrimonioug discussion, in which a num- 
ber of members engaged, and consequently 
the motion will be withdrawn without an 
expression of regret for what many members 
think was a most undeserved reflection. 

Mr. Thomas Shaw’s new Unemployment 
Insurance Bill, which came before the House 
this afternoon, on the motion for the second 
reading, was the subject of strong adverse 
comment from the Opposition, who considered 
that the bill offered great inducements to men 
who were not over-anxious for work to stay 
out and draw the dole. 

Mr. Shaw, in moving the second reading, 
said that in framing the bill he had been 
obliged to consider the relative advantages 
of insurance by industry, and a general 
scheme, Employers were in favour of the 
latter, but among the workmen there was a 
considerable difference of opinion, and in the 
circumstances he had decided to continue in 
the old lines, but to increase the benefits by 
doing away with the waiting periods. _ There 
were safeguards to ensure that only the 
we unemployed should receive this benefit. 

was also proposed that children leaving 
school should be insured as soon as they #e- 
ceived wages, and, if out of work, should 
have schools provided for them. The benefits 
were to be increased by 3s. in the case of 
men and women, with a double allowance for 
children. On the question of an all-in insur- 
ance, he expressed the hope that some Go- 
vernment in the near future would be able to 
give the time, thought, and energy to the 
subject, but, so far as he was concerned, there 
was an immediate problem to be tackled. 

Sir Philip Lloyd Greame considered that the 
bill was made unnecessarily complicated by 
its frequent references to previous Acts, but 
the one thing certain was that it would re- 
quire drastic amendment in committee. The 
attitude of the Opposition would largely de- 
pend upon the form in which the measure 
emerged from that stage. It seemed to him 
that the Minister has rather ‘underrated the 
difficulty of attempting to legislate for nor- 
mal conditions in absolutely normal times. 
The forecast which had been given of one 
million unemployed up to June, 1926, was 
rather a remarkable confession from Ministe2s, 
who had told them that they alone were able 
to solve the unemployment problem. Jis 
objection to the bil was that it sought to 
make uncovenanted benefit part of a per- 
manent system for an indefinite period. 

Dr. Macnamara, who was intimately oon- 
cerned with previous Unemployment Insur- 
ance Acts, expressed some doubt whether the 
insurance fund would stand the heavy strain 
of the changes proposed. The least thing 
they could do was to impose additional checks 
to ensure that the fund was not. dissipated 
by claims which were not thoroughly well 
established. He viewed with considerable mis- 
giving the policy of insuring girls and boys 
at 14. He considered that they would be far 
better at school. He rather wondered 
what Labour members would have said 
had he put forward similar proposals. He 
would have been told—‘‘ You give Labour a 
chance, and we will find work for all.” 

Quite apart from criticisms directed against 
the bill as a whole, educationalists, like Mr. 
Fisher, were greatly alarmed at the provision 
which recognised boys and girls between the 
ages of 14 and 16 as units in the industrial 
world. 

Mr. Trevelyan refused to be “ rattled’’ by 
any of the misgivings on the part of Con- 
servative or Liberal members. He did not 
believe for one moment that in the general 
desire for education the industria] insurance 
of children would lead any appreciable num- 
ber of parents to deprive their offspring of 
the benefits which a longer period at school 
would bring them. 

Miss Bonfield, on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, undertook that the financial resolu- 
tion, which a bill of this character demanded, 
should be discussed before the measure went 
to Committee. 

The bill was read a second time. 

In the House of Lords, the Prevention of 
Eviction Bill, which has passed the 
Commons, was read a second time, on the 
motion of the Lord Chancellor, and the Go- 
vernment of India (Leave of Absence) Bill 
passed through Committee, with amendments.

* A SCRAP OF PAPER.”

The death of Sir Edward Goschen brings 
back memories of those eventful days pre. 
ceding the declaration of war against Ger. 
many by this country on August 4th, 
1914. It was the duty of Sir Edward as 
British Ambassador to tell’ the German 
Chancellor the steps which this country 
would take to protect the neutrality of 
Belgium. The famous “ scrap of paper” 
conversation which then took place was 
described by Sir Edward at the time in 
his row 4 

“I found the Chancellor very agitated. 
His Excellency at once began a harangue 
which lastet for about twenty minutes. 
He said that the step taken by His 
Majesty's Government was terrible to 
degree, just for a word—neutrality—, 
word which in time of war had so olten 
been disregarded. Just for a ‘scrap of 
paper’ Great Britain was going to make 
war on a kindred nation who desired 
nothing better than to be friends with 
her.” ‘Sir Edward Goschen before he wag 
able to leave Berlin was insulted by the 
populace and the windows of the Embassy 
were smashed. After his return from 
me he almost retired from public 
ife.

The Minister of Pensions, Mr. F. 0.

This fact 
enables one to understand the difficulties 
attending the work of the Ministry. The

An Autumn Session, 


It was fondly hoped by the Government 
and Labour members generally that, with 
the advent of a new order in the House of 
Commons, autumn sessions would be rels- 
gated to the political dustbin. Ministers 
were anxious to have time to study de- 
partmental questions and to deal with 
administrative work generally. Al] these 


hopes, however, are dashed to the ground; 


for in the present state of business an 
autumn session is regarded as inevitable. 
A few weeks ago it was expected by mem- 
bers that the holidays would start at the 
end of July, but it will be well on in 
August before Parliament can separate.

On the motion for the adjournment of the 
Dail last night, Mr. Sean Lyons called 
attention to the distress that exists among 
demobilised soldiers, and said that it was 
time the Government stated its intentions 
with regard to them. Tha Army pension was 
like an old age pension, and the dependents of 
seme deceased men had received no compen- 
sation. Many men were unable to pay their 
rents, and had received notices of eviction. 
The men wanted work at a satisfactory wage, 
not charity. i 

He urged that, in the awarding of pensions 
an independent medical referee should be 
appointed. If the Government only started a 
subscription list and headed it with £5,000 
people would be found in the Saorstat, who 
owed their existence to the sacrifices these 
men made, to contribute to their relief. 

Mr. Sean McGarry said that he did not 
think that any man knew more about the 
demobilised officers and men than he did. 
It was to the men who joined the Army 
dan to the Truce that the present 

overnment owed its existence. These men 
had been shamefully treated. It would seem 
that whoever was responsible for demobilisa- 
tion deliberately sat down and calmly cut 
these men out of the Army. He did nt 
know whether any complaints would be re- 
ceived as to men who served in the Army 
not getting back to their positions under local 
bodies. He did not know that men who 
were willing to carry on their civilian posi- 
tions were used sc long as they were useful, 
and then thrown on the streets. 

It was nearly time the Government gave 
pome thought to the fact that they were faced 
with unemployment trouble in the country. 
(Hear, hear.) The same thing that happened 
with the Army trouble was going on, and as 
long as the Government tid not see the 
danger they believed that it did not exist. 
The Government were in ‘‘dug-outs,” but 
they ought to go through the country and see 
the distress that prevailed. Men employed on 
the road had not the slightest ides of 
road making, and were not able to do an 
hour’s work in a week, He thought that the 
time was nearly up. They had robberies 
going on everywhere, and if unemployment 
continued and was not tackled they would 
bave more of them. 


WRONG METHODS. 


Major Cooper said that he _  depre- 
cated the methods by which this ques- 
tion had ben brought before the 
Dail. He had received what he might 
describe almost as a threatening letter from 
unemployed ex-Service men, who, he under- 
stood, had demonstrated outside the House 
that afternoon. He was not influenced by 
these methods, which would almost keep him 
from supporting Deputy Lyons’s motion, if he 
was not convinced that the claim of the ren 
was a strong one. 

What had the Government done in the 
matter? They had simply sent out circulars 
They had also suggested that the compensation 
awards should be used for reconstruction 
work, but they themselves had not set an 
sa in spending the money. The Cus- 
tom House; the Four Courts, and the Post 
Offic: were in ruins, and if the Government 
still thought that things were so unsettled, 
and that it was not safe to rebuild, how 
could they expect private individuals to do 
60’. The resettlement branch succeeded, he 
was informed, in finding one job for every ten 
men demobolised. 

Mr. McGilligan—One for every ten demo- 
bilised, but one for every four who applied. 

Major Cooper said that a lot of the demo- 
bolised men thought that they were going to 
get unemployment benefit, and found that 
ecause their cards were not stamped they 
could not get it. He complained of the delay 
in paying the grants to demobolised officers, 
and in the issuing of civilians’ ciothes to 
them. He suggested that the Government 
should set an example in — reconstruction, 
(hear, hear)—that an independent Pensions 
Board should be set up at once, with an inde- 
pendent referee and civilian doctors, and that 
a settlement branch should have something in 
the nature of “a soldier’s friend” to advise 
the demobilised men on all matters. 


THE RISING TIDE. 


Mr. Johnson said that the Government was 
bound to take notice of the representations 
made regarding pensions, and he hoped that 
the amendment to the Pensions sill promised 
by the Ministry would remedy ecme of the 
grievances. He agreed with Major Cooper in 
what he said as to the letter of the demo- 
bilised soldiers. The Government should take 
warning of the rising tide. The problem 
should be dealt with in the same way as the 
problem which confronted the country two 
years ago.

QUESTIONS IN THE

Mr. Healy, M.P., in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, asked the Setreta i

Mr. Walsh said that he had just received 
a@ report from India on the case of Lieu- 
tenant Glendining, and he was now engaged 
in examining, under Section 42 of the Army 
Act, the complaint which this officer had 
made. As soon as his examination was com- 

lete he would inform the hon. member of 
his conclusions ; but in the meantime he was 
not in a position to deal piecemea! with 
details of a matter which was still sub judice. 
He would bear in mind the question of the 
identity of Lieutenant McElwee should it 
prove relevant. — : 

With regard to a question by Lord Henry 
Cavendish Bentinck, he would point out that 
the statutory right of appearing in person 
related to Courts of Inquiry, not to en ex- 
amination into a complaint by the Army 
Council under Section 42 of the Army Act:

Mr. Walsh—I stated in this House a few 
days ago most emphatically that I was going 
into the whole of the details of this case by 
myself to begin with. I gave a definite 
promise that the examination would be carried 
out by me unde: Section 42 of the Army Act.

CHRISTIANIA, Tuesday. 

Captain Roald Amundsen to-day publishes 
‘full details of the arrangements for his ex- 
tended flight across the North Pole. Three 
aeroplanes, with two Rolls Royce engines 
each. will be used by the expedition, the 
members of which will include four Nor- 
wegians, including Amundsen, one American, 
three Italian airmen, an American journalist, 
a photographer, and some twenty others. 

At the end of May the aeroplanes will make 
a test flight to Spitzbergen. a distance of 
2,300 miles. A motor boat will then take the 
expedition to a base as far North as possible, 
and the flight over the polar regions will 
begin in the middle of June. Of the three 
machines one will journey only 400 miles and 
the second 800 miles, and the surplus fuel 
they carry will be used by the third machine 
making the flight over the Pole to Alaska, 
where dépéts have already been arranged. 

In connection with the expedition an effort 
will be made from Spitzbergen to trace two 
Norwegian ships which were frozen in last 
summer off the north coast of Greenland. The 
Norwegian Government is offering a substan- 
tial reward for the rescue of the crews.

CONGRATULATION. 

Mr. B. Finegan, Secretary of the Strike 
Committee, read a resolution adopted by the 
local section of the union in Liberty Hall, 
congratulating the gas workers on the noble 
stand they had taken in the dispute, and ex- 
tending to them whole-hearted support in 
their endeavour to obtain their just rights. 
The resolution further congratulated the 
strikers on their choice of a negotiator. 

The public, he admitted, had to bear a 
certain amount of hardship, not because 
of any action of the = strikers, but 
because of what had. been going on 
for the last three or four years.

SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT IN 


AMERICA.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Officials of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company are enthusiastic over the 
success of an experiment yesterday in trans- 
mitting by electricity from Cleve d, Ohio, 
to New York fifteen photographs, which are 
roduced in the morning’s newspapers here. 
The success of the experiment, it is stated by 
experts, brings within measurable distance 
the transrfission of similar pictures from 
America or mid-ocean to London, though the 
present cables are hardly suitable for the 
purpose, ' oe 

The actual time taken in transmitting was 
four minutes thirty-six seconds for each 
picture, and the engineers who carried out 
the operation are convinced that they will be 
able to supply the New York newspapers with 
Cleveland Convention pictures and the 
Chicago papers with scenes of the New York 
Convention. 

It is estimated that the pictures can be 
taken and reproduced in the newspapers 
within forty-five minutes. It is hoped: to 
commercialise the system within a year.

FREE STATE MINISTER 
TO WASHINGTON. 


When the House of Lords met yesterday it 
was expected that Lord Selborne would call 
attention to the statement published in The 
Times on May 8th, that a Minister repre- 
senting the Irish Free State would shortly 
be appointed in Washington, Lord Selborne’s 
daid was ig soar “by reguest” until 

une 25th, and in the meantime it is under- 
stood that the Government is still considering 
the matter. Whatever the decision of the 
Government may be, states 7J’he Times, the 
question is bound. to excite the keenest in- 
terest in the Dominions. Canada, of course, 
1s most closely concerned. Separate repre- 
sentation at Washington has been a subject 
of constant controversy in the Dominion 
House of Commons for many years. Having 


| secured the right of separate representation, 


the Canadian Government has been curiously 
reluctant to take advantage of it, and no 
appointment has yet been made. One reason 
for the refusal of the Government to take 
action has been the considerable opposition to 
the proposal that still exists, not only in the 
ranks of the Conservative Party, but among 
the Liberals, and in the Cabinet itself.. It is 
possible, however, that the real obstacle lies in 
the extreme difficulty of finding a suitable 
representative. There is strong reason to 
believe that, in several instances, the Govern- 
ment was disposed to make the appointment, 
only to find that the person selected had no 
desire to undertake the responsibilities, In 
other cases, apparently suitable candidates 
for the post were not possessed of the private 
means necessary to maintain the social status 
of the diplomatic representative in 
Washington. 

| No doubt, the appointment of a diplomatic 
representative of the Irish Free State would 
have the effect of concentrating Canadian 
| public opinion upon the subject once more, 
and it is possible that in such an event Mr. 
King would find his hand forced. In 
Australia there has always been strong opposi- 
tion to the appointment of a diplomatic 
representative at Washington. Mr. Bruce 
made no secret of the fact that he preferred 
to leave the diplomatic representation of 
Australia to the British Ambassador, and he 
has never given the slightest indication of a 
change in attitude. Nevertheless, if the Irish 
Free State and Canada both claim the right 
of separate representation it would not be 
long before a section of Australian 
opinion would press for equal 
privileges in the case of the Common- 
wealth. So far as New Zealand is 
concerned Mr. Massey, with his strong ideas 
on the subject of Imperial unity, would be 
most unlikely to press for any alteration in 
the existing state of affairs. 

There is one important aspect of the ques- 
tion that cannot be left out of consideration. 
Whatever the wishes of the British Govern- 
ment or of the Dominion Governments may 
be it is impossible to ignore the opinion of 
the United States Government itself. It is 
not difficult to imagine the complications that 
might arise if in moments of crisis the Go- 
vernment at Washington found itself com- 
pelled to deal not with one representative of 
the Empire, but with independent representa- 
tives of its several parts. The cautious atti- 
tule of the American people finds some re- 
flection in the amendment that was proposed 
in the Senate to make the Halibut Treaty 
binding, not only upon Canada—which, for 
the first time in the constitutional history of 
the Empire, had signed a treaty independently 
of the British Ambassador—but upon other 
parts of the Empire as well. Moreover, there 
is. the further difficulty in the way that the 
United States Government has every reason 
to be nervous of lending its countenance to a 
step which might well revive the embarrass- 
ment of the Irish element in its domestic

TEXT OF. MINISTER'S 
ORDER. 


DUTIES NOT DULY 
DISCHARGED. 


The Council of the Corporation of Dublin 
hag been dissolved. The announcement was 
made in an order issued yesterday by Mr. 
James Burke, Minister for Local Government, 
and addressed to the Town Clerk. 

It will be recalled that on the 11th of March 
last an inquiry, ordered by the Local Govern- 
ment Department, into “the performance of 
its duties by the Dublin Corporation,” was 
opened at the Mansion House by Mr. 
Nicholas O'Dwyer, B.E., Chief Engineering 
Inspector of the Local Government Depart- 
ment. It lasted several weeks: the result 
now announced is the outcome. 


LETTER TO TOWN CLERK, 


The following is a copy of the letter re- 
ceived yesterday by the Town Clerk from the 
Local Government Department :— 

“20th May, 1924. 

“A CHARA —Í[ am directed by the Minister 
for Local Government to state that, having 
given careful consideration to his. obligations 
under Section 12 of the Local Government 
(Temporary dis cm Act, 1925, and to the 
administration generally of the Dublin Cor- 
poration, as detailed in the report of the 
recent public Inquiry, he has conceived it to 
be his duty to dissolve the Corporation. - 

“An Order to such effect, and appointing 
Commissioners to perform the duties of the 
Corporation, accompanies this letter. 

“The Minister desires me to add that he 
has been impressed by the sense of duty and 
civic spirit displayed by individual members 
of the Corporation. It was evident, however, 
that the efforts of such members to secure 
efficient and economical management of the 
business of the city were unavailing in the 
absence of support from the majority of the 
Council. 

““In recent years the statutory functions of 
the Council have largely extended, and at the 
present time the efficient administration of 
the city, as the capital of the Free State, has 
become a question of national interest. It is

THE DISSOLUTION ORDER, 


The Order of the Minister for Local Go- 
vernment is as follows :— 

“The Local Government (Temporary Pro- 
visions) Act, 1923.

Act. 1923 (hereinafter referred to ag ‘the 
Act’), I, the Minister for Local Government, 
did order a local Inquiry into the performance 
of their duties by the Council of the County 
Borough of Dublin, being a local authority 
—— the meaning of the said section of the

“And whereas the said Inquiry has been 
duly held, and I, the Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, am satisfied, after the holding of 
the said Inquiry, that the duties of the 
Council of the County Borough of Dublin are 
FA being duly and effectually discharged by 
them; 

“ Now, therefore, I, the Minister for Local 
Government, in exercise of the powers vested 
in me by Section 12 of the Act, and of all 
other powers in this behalf enabling me, do 
by tms, my Order, order and direct as 
follows :— 

“1. The Council of the County Borough of 
Dublin shall be, and the same is hereby, dis- 
solved. 

“2. The property and several powers and 
Guties of the Council of the County Borough 
of Dglin shall be, and the same are hereby, 
trans™rred to Seamas O’Murchadha, Dr. W. 
Dwyer, and P, J. Hernon, whom 1 do hereby 
appoint jointly to perform the duties of the 
said Council, and who shall collectively be 
known as the Commissioners of the County 
Borough of Dublin, and who shall severally 
hold office until I shall otherwise determine. 

‘*3. Where any person, whether members 
of the Council of the County Borough of 
Dublin or not, have been duly appointed or 
elected by the said Council before the coming 
into force of this Order to be members of 
any public body composed partly of persons 
appointed or elected by the said Council, and 
partly of other persons, the persons so ap- 

ointed or elected shall continue to, be mem- 

ers of such public body, notwithstanding 
anything contained in this Order, until I shall 
otherwise direct. 

“4. The provisions of this Order shall 
come into force and take effect on and from 
the hour of 6 p.m. on the day hereof. — 

‘“Given under my seal of office, this 20th 
day of May, in the year of Our Lord one 
thousand nine sis. and twenty-four. 

(Signed) ‘‘Setamus pe Burca, 
“ Minister for Local Government." 


THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Two of the Commissioners named in the 
Order—Mr. Seamas O’Murchadha and Dr. 
Dwyer—already hold positions as Commis- 
sx vers of the Dublin Union. ‘It appears that 
their duties as administrators of the Union 
will not, in the opinion of the Local Govern- 
ment Department,prevent them from engag- 
ing in the larger and more important duties 
of administrators of the Dublin Corporation. 
On the contrary, it may be found that the 
co-ordination of the two undertakings thus 
effected will be to the advantage of both. 

The third Commissioner, Mr. P. J. Hernon, 
is an Inspector of the Local Government De- 
partment, who for some months held the post 
of Chairman of the Commissioners of the 
Cork Union. The Cork Board of Guardians 
was dissolved, and, pending its reorganisation 
with other County Cork Unions into a system 
of Boards of Health, Mr. Hernon.nresided 
over its administration, and is understood to 


have done some excellent work. 


THE LORD MAYOR’S POSITION, 


It is not definitely stated in the Order 
whether the office of Lord Mayor is abolished ; 
but it seems probable that the Commis- 
sioners, who are appointed “' to perform the 
duties of the said Council,” undertake 
authority in all matters hitherto exercised by 
the “ Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Bu 
of the City of Dublin,” On this subject nó 
exact information was available last night. 
Alderman Laurence O'Neill, the present Lord 
Mayor, has held office for six years. 

he Council of the Corporation at the time 
of its dissolution nominally consisted “80 
members, but actually there were on 63 
members qualified to take part in its pro: 
ceedings. The last elections took place in 
January, 1920.

RUSSIAN LOAN. 


NO GUARANTEE BY BBITAIN. 


When the Anglo-Soviet Conference met 
vesterday at the Foreign Office, London, the 
Soviet delegation announced that their 
Government would agree. if they could get, 
with the assistance of the British Govern- 
ment, a long term loan, to set aside a lump 
sum to cover pre-war debts to British sub- 
jects. Only the claims of those who held 
Russian Bonds before March, 1917, would be 
considered. Priority would be given to 
smaller claims, and no claims woul be ad- 
mitted from those who had taken an active 
part against the Soviet Government. The 
ee part of the loan would be spent in 

ritain. 

They considered that the back interest of 
vhe pre-war debt should be written off and 
the principal reduced, and were prepared 
to start payments at once. To this end the 
delegation urged the British Government to 
do what it could towards helping a loan. 

The British delegation replied that there 
could be no question of any British Govern- 
ment guarantee, but the Government would 
show a sympathetic attitude towards their

FINE SPECTACLE AT ALBERT 
HALL, 


From Our Own Corrasponpenr. 

Last night Coleridge Taylor's ‘‘ Hiawatha ”’ 
made its first appearance in opera form.’ It is 
to be played for a week, and the whole of the 
proceeds are to go to the National Institute 
for the Blind. The Albert Hall was tranes- 
formed, and there was a large and fashionable 
attendance, including the Duke and Duchess 
of York, , 

There were upwards of 1,000 performers, 
the chorus comprising some 700° members of 
the Royal Choral Society and the Royal Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, under the direction of 
Mr. Eugene Goossens, and Mr. H. Coleridge 
Taylor, the composer’s son. 

A huge back cloth had been erected, which 
shut out the organ and the near seats, and 
Mr. Fred Leist had painted it to represent a 
tvpical scene, with snow-clad peaks in the 
distance, and dark trees, with. occasional 
gleaming lights, giving a realistic impression 
of great spaces. In the foreground were the 
wigwams, and the circular floor in the centre 
was left free for the ]-rge chorus. 

Horace Stevens played Hiawatha, and Ruth 
Vincent, his bride, Minnehaha, and their 
entry was most impressive, with the accom- 
penying Red Indians and the multitude of fol- 
owers, dressed in all shades of yellow, from 
the palest primrose to the deepest orange. 
In the arena a series of dances takes 
pines: culminating in a delightful little 

allet arranged and danced by Madame Lydia 
Kyasht, with a group of tiny childten repre- 
senting birds. Mr. Webster Millar sings a 
haunting solo, while the Indian chorus chant 
melodiously. 

The second part of the spectacle shows the 
snow-clad mountains and trees, and the 
chorus, overcome with famine and fever, lie 
wearily about. Minnehaha, who is dying, is 
seen on her couch, while curious figures, 
representing famine and fever, hover about 
her. Hiawatha leaves her to try to find 
food, and Minneheha sings a wonderful song 
before falling dead of starvation in front of 
her wigwam. There is an impressive funeral 
procession, with some mournful and beautiful 
chanting. 

In the last scene Youth comes in, singing 
gladly of the coming spring, and maidens and 
Indians dance and sing happily. The mís- 
sionaries arrive, and we see Hiawatha sailing 
away into. the West in his magic canoe. 

Mr. T. C. Fairburn deserves the warmest 
praise for this remarkable pageant. The 
duction of such a spectacle must have entailed 
an enormous amount of labour. The chorus 
and the principals all sang remarkably well, 
and their reception wae most enthusiastic.

100,000 MEN NOW 
UNEMPLOYED.

Technical School wag held in the Home,

Cheques in discharge of accounts, amounting to

into a jal meeting of subscribers, 

The forty-seventh annual report, which was 
adopted, atated that the Home had been sucttes- 
fully earr on during the year ended Silst 
December last, and the number of boys availing 
themselves of its advantages reached practically 
throughout the year the limit of its capacity. The 
boys’ payments to the Home, out of their own 
eariimgs, amounted to £2,134 14/10, as against 
£2,069. 19/1 in the preceding year; and the con. 
tributiong from the public amounted to £430 12/2, 
fe wy £386 12/6. 

sum of £220 was contributed this year by the 
executor of the late Right Hon. J. G. Gibson, 
Who had been a gubseriber for eome years, and 
the Governors take this opportunity of returning 
their grateful thanks for this amount. 

The Home carried on under a schem 
sanctioned bY the Commissioners of Educationa 
Endowments in the year 1888, and all accounts are 
taí submitted to an Auditor, appointed by the 

inistry of al Government, and every item of 
expenditure is examined and vouched by him. 

t is also previded that the Home should be 
annually yisited by an inapector ngptiotes by the 

mmissioners of Charitable nations and 

equesits. We have much pleasure in appending 
the Inspector's report :— 

" 1 visited the Working Boys Home on Thure 
day. January 10th, 1924, and found everything in 
good order. The Home continues to justify the 
cause for which it was established, and working 
boys eagerly geek the advantages which they find 
in living there, Some of the former inmates are 
amongst its most liberal ouppaciets. The health 
of the boys has been good last year, and there were 
no epidemics. The boys have contributed over 
£2,000 in 1923 for their support. 

“I do not know any institution better calculated 
to aseiat the class of boy for which it waa sar os ig 
ot one more efficiently or economically conducted. 
The governors have properly discharged their 
duties according to the scheme, and the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. J. Harris, has shown his accustomed 
keenness and ability in the management of the 
institution.” 

Oar best thanks are due to the governors of 
Steevens’ Hospital and Cork Street Fever Hospital 
for the care and treatment of our buys from. time 
i time.

They 
wanted also to organise a campaign for ac- 
commodation. Becaure of the Council’s work, 
hotels in the city were already crowded; but 
citizens generally had responded poorly to 
their appeals. There were many big houses 
in the city that were virtually vacant, and 
they trusted that the people would not refuse 
to take in visitors ‘‘for some petty reason or 
other.” 

AN INDUSTRIAL PAGEANT. 

Sir John Irwin intimated that the Dublin 
Industrial Development, Association, of which 
he is President, had decided to organise an 
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industrial Fase by way of a procession 
which would pass through the city on the 
opening day of the Games. The Association, 
he said, was anxious to show the visitors what 
could be produced in this country. 

A- M. F. O'Hanlon. Secretary of the 
Tarmers” Union, said that, to his view, the 
Tailteann festival would be a big national in- 
vestment, and a sign of a return to normal 
conditions in the country. In his opinion, 
100,000 Trish-Americans and Canadians would 
cross for the Games, if they could. all be 
shipped. 

THE ACCOMMODATION OF VISITORS. 

Mr. J. J. Simington said that there ap- 
peared to be much activity in the decorating 
and building trades at the present—and that 
was a good omen—but he had heard dis- 
couraging remarks regarding the possibility of 
holding a Games meeting on a big scale in 
Ireland. Where were they to accommodate 
the visitors, he asked. 


There were 22 or 23 fewer hotels in Dublin 


now than there were in 1913-14, and, in these 
circumstances, he wished to know where they 
could accommodate the visitors, if there were 
but one-third of the 25,000 expected from 
America added to a crowd of the proportion 
that was in Duulin last week. 

Mr. T. Grehan said that, although people 
enerally realised what was behind the 
ailteann Games, they did not care to give 
up their rooms to strangers. “The people 
who are to cross the ocean,” he observed, 
“may be all right—and probably are all 
right—but we do not know.” 

Mr. P. T. Montford, who has returned from 
EL "my work in America, said that, wher- 
ever he went—he had addressed large meet- 
ings at St, Louis, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Washington—the mere mention of Ireland and 
the “Tailteann Games caused the greatest 
euthusiasm. 

ROOM FOR 25,000 VISITORS. 

Mr. Walsh, replying to Mr. Simington’s 
questions regarding accommodation, said it 
was estimated that there was a total hotel 
accommodation for 5,000 people in pre-war 
days. Destruction of hotels had reduced the 
accommodation by 1,000. In August, how- 
ever, he believed that the hotels could 
accommodate about 4,400. and he was con- 
fident that they could find room in Dublin 
for the 25,000 visitors expected from America. 

“ No hotels,”” he went on, ‘‘ will be built 
for the emergency—get that out of your 
minds. With regard to hotels, I am not a bit 
ae with the way they have acted: they 

ve not responded in the way they ought 
to. The only contribution the hotels in 
Dublin are making is to double their 
gharzes.”’ 

Mr. Kidd, the restaurateur, said that the 
catering trade had been asked to keep to 
normal prices, and the restaurants wanted 
to do so as far as was possible. 

Sir John Irwin remarked that the Tailteann 
Council were anxious that no “ bad blood ”' 
should. be caused by catering charges in 
Dublin, and, although they had not attempted 
to control prices, they certainly had appealed 
to hotel and restaurant keepers to keep to 
normal charges. 

Mr. O’Hanlon, reverting to the question of 
accommodation, said that, in all Jikelihood, 
the great majority of the 25,000 Irish-Ameri- 
cans expec would go to their old homes 
in the country.

DISAGREEMENT. 


DECISION OF LIMERICK 
WORKERS. 


A mass. meeting of the Limerick branch 
of the Railway Clerks’ Association, attended 
by representatives from all parts of Limerick 
and the adjoining counties, was presided over 
by Mr, Garvey, Branch Chairman.

FATE OF A MAN WHO REFUSED 
TO HALT, 


Dr. A. Courtney, Coroner for North Tip- 
rary, held an inquest at the Nenagh Work 
ouse on the body of Denis Hayes, of Bally- 
william, Nenagh, aged 22, who was shot dead 
early on Monday morning by the military at 
Casey’s Cross, two miles from Nenagh. 

From the evidence it appeared the Civic 
Guards entered a dance hall in search of a 
man, and Hayes passed out. The Guards 
called on him to halt, but he ran down the 
road, pursued be the Guards, When they got 
some distance Hayes, it was alleged, turned 
and fired back. The military, who were on 
duty, also called on Hayes to halt, and as he 
refused they opened fire. 

The jury found that the cause of death was 
hemorrhage and shock, due to a bullet fired 
by military in the discharge of their duty.

GAME FROM CHALLENGER, 


The second game of this year’s contest. for 
the CHARA gh os of Ireland in chess was 
layed yesterday, and whatever doubts ma 
1ave been entertained elsewhere, the Iris 
Chess Union can hold none that it elicits a 
standard of play in its competitions worthy of 
international rank.

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YOUNG GIRL DESCRIBES THE 
SCENE. 


Yesterday an inquest was held on the 
bodies of the two men, John Finn 
William Whelan, who were found dead out- 
side Dunne’s publichouse on the Dargle road, 


Bray, on Monday evening. 


Miss Mary Butler, a young girl, told the 
Coroner that she was crossing. the road to 
her brother’s house at about twenty minutes 
to seven o'clock when she saw Whelan and 
another man dressed in dark clothes standing 
near the wall a short distance away. “They 
were not speaking,” she said, “ when I came 
on the road. I saw the man in the dark 
clothes take out a revolver and pul it to 
Whelan’s forehead. Immediately a shot rang 
out, and I saw Whelan drop into a sitting 
position, The man in the dark clothes sat 
down beside Whelan and put. the revolver 
with both hands to his own forehead. Im- 
mediately I heard a second shot. I saw the 
revolver fall from the man’s hand.” She said 
she then ran into her brother’s house and 
told him two men had been shot. 

In reply. to the Coroner, she said that there 
were no words that she could hear.. 

Miss Bridget Finn, 4 Clonmore terrace, 
North Strand, sister of John Finn, stated 
that her brother had held the rank .of first 
lieutenant in the National Army, and was 
demobilised before Christmas, 1923. Whelan 
was demobilised in January, 1924. He and 
her brother were very friendly. He came to 
live in their place, and they were inseparable 
companions. | 

Replying to Mr. J., J. Fahy, solicitor for the 
Finn family, the witness said that both Finn 
and Whelan were without work since they 
were demobilised. She thought that this 
played on their minds, They often sat 
together without speaking a word to each 
other. 

Mrs. Whelan, mother of William Whelan, 
said that she last saw him alive on Monday 
morning at a quarter to six o clock, when he 
left to go to work in the Rocky Valley, 
having got work under the fifty shilling grant. 
He was 25 years of age. To her grief, she 
said, she knew her son was at the Finns’, 
and she had begged and beseeched Finn's 
mother to send her son home. Finn was 
going about on a motor bicycle everywhere— 
to Limerick and other places, everywhere in 
the country, and dragging her son with him 
until she did not know. where he was. She 
wrote to Mrs. Finn, and told her if she was 
a mother to send her son home, and that he 
had been four or five months there, but had 
not been a week in her house. Her son re- 
turned last Friday, and with him came Finn, 
whom she ordered home. 

‘Finn replied to her, ‘I will not go with- 
out him. If he was dead in the sea I would 
get him.’ Finn came again on Saturday, and 
twice on Sunday. He came on Monday even- 
ing about a quarter to six o'clock. I got 
afraid of him. told’ him my son 
was not in. I did not want him to come 
into the house; it was always a hard job 
to get him out.’’ 

Mrs. Finn, mother of John Finn, said that 
her son had not recently appeared to be in 
his usual health, He had been quiet, and 
did not speak much. John and William 
Whelan had been inseparable companions 
since their demobilisation. She had asked 
Whelan to go home. Her son had asked her 
to keep Whelan while they were looking for 
work. Her son had met with an accident 
some months ago, and Dr. Delany told him 
not to take too much drink, as it might affect 
his brain. When she received the letter from 
Whelan’s mother she told him to go home, 


-and her son said, “If Billy will go, I will 


o with him.” They seemed depressed. 
hey were always pondering and day-dream- 
ing together. She had never noticed ill-feel- 
ing between them. 

r. Raverty, Bray, said that when he saw 
the men they were both dead. Death was 
instantaneous. Both had bullet entrance 
wounds in their foreheads. Death was due 
to injuries to the brain in each case. 

The Coroner, Mr. James Murray, said that 
they had obtained no evidence: of motive. 
Miss Butler was the clearest witness that he 
had ever heard. | 

The jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that William Whelan had come by his death 
from injuries caused by a revolver bullet fired 
by John Finn; that John Finn came by his 
death from injuries’ caused by a revolver 
bullet, self-inflicted. They believed that 
Finn was insane at the time. They com- 
mended the action of the Civic Guard, and 
tendéred their sympathy to both bereaved 
families.

AROHBISHOP HARTY AND 
CRIME. 


Last week's incendiary outrages in the 
Mullinahorie district of County Tipperary 
were followed by a series in the district of 
Cloneen, between Fethard and Mullinahone, 
on’ Monday night. Four houses were set on 
fire, with the result that an old man and an 
old woman were left homeless, their houses 
being virtually burned over their heads.. The 
old couple were removed from their burning 
houses or some neighbours before the flames 
had time to reach shore. Other places which 
were burned included a store and an ont- 
house. The people in the district think that 
these outrages are the work either of a Junatic 
or of a band of irresponsible incendiaries, as 
no motive is known. 

DR. HARTY’'S STATEMENT. 

In his address to the people of Cashel on 
his triennial visitation of the parish, the Most 
Rev. Dr.:Harty spoke of the terrible deeds of 
criminals—murder, looting, etc.—which had 
disgraced the country of late. The authorities, 
he said, would do their best to check these 
crimes and to bring the criminals to justice ; 
but. without a healthy public opinion in the 
country it would not be easy to do.so. At one 
time the report oí even one murder would 
send a thrill of horror through the land, and, 
if Ireland's good name was to be restored and 
crime obliterated, they should get back to 
strict observance of the Ten Commandments. 
God's Jaw was the fundamental constitution 
of every Christian and civilised country, and 
when it was despised the people fell away to 
barbarism, | 

He appealed to the people to do their duty 
as Catholics and citizens in upholding God's 
laws and restoring the good name of théir 
country. 

At the Franciscan Church, Clonmel, the 
Rev. Father Gannon spoke in strong terms of 
the prevalence of crime. He asked where 
were they drifting to? God’s laws, he said, 
were outraged by deeds of violence, and unless 
the people set their faces strongly against 
these outrages and returned to the strict 
observance of the sacred Commandments the 
consequences to the country would be terrible 
to contemplate.

CLAIMS BEFORE RECORDER OF

Claims by Mr. W. J. Somers for damage 
done to the premises 1 and 2 Earl street and 
by Mr. E. Hanlon for fish ‘‘ commandeered ”’ 
by the Four Courts irregular garrison were 
disallowed. 

The houses in Earl street were unoccupied, 
and the applicant deposed to steing irregulars 
taking away timber from the building for use 
in the erection of barricades. Mr. Horan. 
State solicitor, denied that there was any 
fighting where this property was situated. 

In Mr. O'Hanlon s case it was stated that 
the fish was weighed out for the armed men 
who called for it, and the Recorder held that 
where there was any contract or agreement 
no compensation could be allowed. 

His Lordship dealt with a number of minor 
claims. 

An award of £726, with costs, was made 
to Captain R. H. Dewhurst, of Greenmount, 
Clonsilla, who claimed. compensation for 
damage to his hunting box at Clonsilla on the 
7th and 8th February 1925. Evidence in sup- 
port: of the claim showed that a number of 
raiders entered the house on the th 
February, and remained in occupation until 
the following day, when they set fire to the 
house and its contents previous to taking 
their departure.

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NEW CASES IN BELFAST AREA. 


Eleven new cases of “sleepy ” sickness have 
been notified to the Public Health Depart- 
ment in Belfast, making a total of 161 cases 
to date. There were Aí cases in the Belfast 
Union Hospital. on Saturday last, as com- 
pared with 34 on the previous Saturday. 
Fifteen new cases were admitted during the 
week, and two deaths took place. 

A case has been admitted to the Lisburn 
District Hospital from the Lambeg district. 
The Lurgan Urban Council have decided to 
make sleepy sickness a notifiable disease. 
Sleepy sickness—which must not be con- 
fused with the dread tropical disease, sleeping 
sickness—may be looked upon as a.form of 
meningitis, the inflammation that attacks the 
brain and spinal cord membranes. It attacks 
young seal 7 rather than old, and begins 
much like influenza, with general feverish 
discomfort, headache, and sickness and aching 
and pains in the limbs. Later the patient is 
apt to get irritable and excited. Sometimes 
the person afflicted becomes very garrulous, 
and there may be a slight squint and a com- 
plaint of ‘‘ seeing double.’’ ig 

In some cases there may be delirium, or 
the preliminary symptoms may just pass into 
a lethargic condition, in which the sufferer 
seems unable to talk, eat, or even move, and 
just lies limp and with closed eyes. If 
roused he may answer feebly and in a whisper. 
There are spasmodic twitchings and convul- 
sive jerks, and sometimes the troublesome 
headache persists, while the face becomes a 
blank and assumes quite a mask-like look. 
This is due to a paralysis of the face muscles, 
which makes it difficult for the patient to 
speak, frown, or eat. This paralysis may per- 
sist for some time. 

In most cases recovery is complete, 
although for a time a feeling of depression 
and weakness persists, together with an ap- 
pearance of dulness and apathy. In some 
rare cases there may be some permanent 
slight irritability and change of character. In 
many mild cases there may be little to
